Wonders of Fluorine Gas. 


Silicon, a crystalline substance closely 


resembling the diamond, exposed to 
fluorine gas, gives a very beautiful reac- 
tion, showers of brilliant spangles being 
scattered in all directions from tho 
wliite hot crystals, which are finally 
melted. As they do not fuse under 
2,190 
degs. Fahrenheit, one can gain 


some idea of the immense energy set 
free during the combination. Both lime 
and chalk under the same circumstances 
give a most gorgeous incandescence. 
Phosphorus, as one might expect, does 
not fail to illustrate its powerful affinity 
when exposed to the gas. Prussian blue 
reacts very beautifully and burns with 
a pink flame. A crystal of iodine placed 
in a current of the gaa gives a pale 
flame, and a heavy liquid distills over, 
which etches glass and hisses like red 
hot iron when thrown into water.— 
Chambers' Journal.

the company. 


Before it was decided to construct 


the road a careful analysis of the pros- 
pective business to be derived was 
made, with a favorable showing. The 
new road will pass through a delight- 
ful and fertile part of the country, 
which has been in need-of better rail- 
road facilities for a long time. 


Bristol is twenty miles from Phila 


Uelplila. The Pennsylvania Eallroa 
Company is the only road which run 
to it, but' besides this the Delawar 
River steamboats also stop there. Fo 
a long time the residents of Bristo 
have been desirous of having a com 
peting line enter their town, not be 
cause the Pennsylvania service was no 
good, for they claim it cannot b 
beaten, but because they think it wil 
be of advantage to the town, as the 
extra facilities offered by another roai 
would induce other manufacturing es 
tablisbments to locate their plant 
there. 


The Reading officials take the sa*me 


view, and they think that when thi 
new line is constructed other manufac 
lories will start up, as Bristol has an 
abundant water supply besides having 
a canal which can be used with bij 
saving in the way of coal and other 
freights. 


The railroad company has completed

HE DIED LIKE A 
MAN. 


The year 1834 is memorable for the 


number of wrecks which took place dur- 
ing its course among Atlantic steamers. 
The loss of 110 fewer than five large ves- 
nels had already been chronicled when, 
on the 8d day of October, news reached 
Now York that tho Arctic, of the Col 
lins lino of Liverpool steamers, had 
A'ono down under circumstances of pe- 
culiar interest and horror. 


She was ono of the finest vessels of 


her time. She wau a side wheeler, had 
i ost $700,000, and was insured for $500,- 
('00. 


On Wednesday, Sept. 27,1854, sho was 


on her return trip to New York with 
"36 passengers (exclusive of children), 
mostly homeward bound tourists; a 
( row of 175, a valuable cargo and a 
heavy mail, and had gotten within sixty- 
live miles of Capo Race, the southeastern 


< ttreinity of Newfoundland, when, ex- 
iictly at neon, while stoauiing through 
11 dense fog, sho was struck by tho 
Kopeller Vesta, bound from St. Peters 
10 Granvillo. 


Although tho Arctic had two men in 


' 
tlio lookout at the time of tho accident, 
t lie fog was KO thick that tho Vesta was 
not sighted until within n minute of tho 
1nno of the collision. 


Tho Arctic was making twelve miles 


n ri hour and tho Vesta eight, and they 
(truck head on. Tho stern of the Vesta 
i truck about twelve or fifteen feet abaft 
1 lie stern of tho Arctic. At the moment 
df collision tho Arctic was on tho crest 
of a Inrgo wave or swell, while the 
\ osta was in tho coiresponding trough, 
11 nd tlio bow of the Arctic being ele- 
cted tlio Vowtii struck her below tho 
A' ater lino. 
Tho anchor of tho Vesta 


v. as driven tin (nigh tho timbers of tho 
j*~ rctic and broken, and part of it was 
I ft sticking in tho orifice. Tho Arctic 
v as piorcod in throe places, two of tho 
In-oaks being below tho water lino, Tho 
\ osta had abont ten feet of her bow 
literally stove in and crushed off, and 
M hen Captain Luco, of thp Arctic, hur- 
ned on deck and saw tho Vesta ho 
1 honght she must immediately go down. 


Ho dispatched his first mate, Mr. 


(lomloy, and a boat's crew to tho Vesta 
tn offer assistance, and txirnod Ins own 
•i i ssol in tho direction tho Vosta had 
Liken, and, reaching her vicinity, he 
BU'amed tvico around her. 


He found to his surprise that no as- 


sistance 
was- needed. 
Tlio 
Vesta, 


though in appearance 
<i nondescript 


c-i aft, was provided with a bulkhead, 
v liich, ro-onforced by 150 mattresses, 
puvlliassci and other effects of the crew, 
k. pt out the water sufficiently (especially 
alter tho foremast had been cut away) 
to keep the vessel afloat until she reach- 
ed port with the' 149 persons who still 
n mained aboard her. 


Soon after tho collision Captain Du- 


el icsne, of tho Vesta, dispatched a boat 
•w ith a crew of ton men to tho Arctic to 
odor assistance, bnt in attempting to 
lirard the Arctic their boat was cap- 
si/od and all but one of its crew were 
)c .t, either by being struck by the wheel 
of tho Arctic or by drowning, or both. 
The single survivor was saved by the 
cinwof the Arctic. Mate Gomiey, of 
trim Arctic, lost his way in the fog anJ 
did not get back to his s>hip, but eventu- 
ally reached shore. 


11 was not until shortly after the Arc- 


tic had resumed her homeward course 
tli.it too gravity of her injuries was dis- 
covered. Sho was found to bo taking 
water rapidly, and efforts were made to 
stop the break in her hull by passing 
sails under her njrt by thrusting niat- 
ti 3ses and piilcn 4 into the holes. The 
unuhor chains were thrown overboard 
to lighten her bow, but the fragment of 
tlin Vesta's anchor was wedged in tho 
timbers so firmly that it was impossible 
to dislodge it or to get tho sails close 
einmgh to her to keep out the water. 


The seriousness of the situation now 


bot aino apparent to Captain Luce. The 
V< sta was out of sight in tho fog and 
a considerable distance away, beyond 
hi iring of the signal guns. He headed 
tlilectly for Cape Race, some forty-five 
to sixty miles away. For half an hour 
goi>d speed was made, but the lower 
Si i s were then quenched by the rising 
w.iter, although the steam liandpnmps 
•wt re both at work. In another half 
hour the upper fires were out, and then 
the great ship was a helpless wreck. 


H seems strange as we look back 


at the occurrences of this sad day that 
tin outcome was so appalling. But an 
ill fate 'seemed to hang over the vessel. 
When Captain Duchesne, of the Vesta, 
saw tho Arctic steam twice around him, 
ho had no idea sho was seriously hurt, 
and afterward reported that ho could 
have accommodated all her passengers 
Mul crew had he found out that they 
needed assistance. Ho thought when 
slid parted from him that she had gone 
sti night to New York. 


As soon as Captain Luce found that 


tho Arctic must sink he took measures 
to nave his passengers. Even then, had 
gcxKJ order and discipline prevailed, all 
could easily have been saved. 
The 


Aictio floated for five and a quarter 
hours after the collision (although no- 
boily knew bnt that sho might go down 
at iiny moment). The sea was smooth 
and BO remained for twenty-four hours, 
aii-1 boats and rafts could easily have 
gotten to land. 
' 


But it was not to be. A sad scene ol 


iusnbordination ami selfishness now be- 
gan to be enacted, relieved, God be 
praised, by some flashes of noble hero- 
ism, 


Five toats remained after the first 


mute left. Four of these were taken by 
tho engineers, sailors, a few passengers 
and the remaining officers, except Cap- 
tain Luce and Third Mate Francis Do- 
rian. The second mate, with two boats 
and forty-five passengers, reached shore. 


('aptain Luce, Third Mate Dorian and 


Ooiirge H. Burns, messenger -of the 
Ad inns Express company, started the 
construction and provisioning of a large 
raft, while some of the passengers and 
those of the crew who remained worked 
at the pumps and fired signal guns. 


The boat had been lowered to assist in 


building the raft, and Captain Luce and 
some of the male passengers were help- 
in ff keep the crowd bock when a panic 
8ei/.ed tuose on deck and they rushed 
ovor the bulwarks onto the raft, at the 
aaiae time almost sinking the boat. In 
thii emergency Dorian cut the boat 
loose, end he and those assisting him 
hnrried it away from the raft. The 
noble man behaved throughout with 
great presence of mind and labored with 


ner >ic energy, wnen tne panic started 
he i Tied: "For God's sake, captain, clear 
the raft so that we can work! I won't 
desert the ship while there's a timber 
above water I" 
• 


Thus much precious time was lost. 


The people did not believe that those 
who were trying to assist them were 
sine ere, and prevented them from pro- 
viding means of escape. 


Tuo captain, when urged to leave, 


stated that the fate of the bhip should be 
his iml Kin little son's. 


Master Collins, a son of the proprietor 


of tie vesse1., when offered a life pie- 
sen er refused it, saying he would not 
taki it while any woman on board was 
without on£, 
Ho perished with his 


mot her and filter. 


Another f/uthful one, and ono whoso 


qui( t heroism bhone out brighter as tho 
protpcct became darker, was a young 
mat named Stewart Holland. Ho was 
an engineer under instructions and but 
twe ity-t\vo years old. When most of 
his i ornpauiuns in the engine loom took 
to the boats and deserted, he remained 
and did all he could to help save those 
left in tho ship. Just before tho bhip 
went down he was helping fire the big- 
nal ijnns. Dorian called to him to get 
into tho boat with him, but he refused; 
and just as tho waters curled over the 
ship a Bide as s,ho went down his last gun 
booi led over the sea and ho sank with 
thomoro tharf two hundred others still 
on I ho ship, most of them to rise no 
more', and among whom were all tho 
won en and children. 


Tl 010 was something so romantic and 


heroic in the self (sacrifice of one so 
youi g as Stewart Holland that his story 
cant -d a sensation. He was a Washing- 
ton boy and had at one time been em- 
ploy* d in tho navy yard here. The peo- 
ple of Washington felt proud of him, 
and n response to a general demand a 
subscription was started to erect a mon- 
ument to his memory. A lithograph 
was mblihhcd depicting him in the act 
of firing his last gun, copies of which 
picture are no doubt still in possession 
of somo of tho older residents of Wasli- 
ingti ii. The monument enterprise failed 
because the design was too elaborate for 
the funds and mteiet,t flagged from tho 
long delay. 


In 18o8 those luu ing the matter in 


charfo were still trjing too keep up in- 
tereb in it, and bomo hundreds of dol- 
lars had been collected, but tho bank in 
whicli tho money had been deposited 
fuilcil and this money was lost. A cir- 
culai issued ia 1808 states that one of 
tho last official acts of Prefciilent Pierce 
was to designate the open space on 
Punnlylvania avenue between Thir- 
teontli and Fourteenth streets as, a suit- 
able • ito for tho proposed monument. 


It is greatly to bo regretted that &o 


deceiving an enterprise should have 
been ,o unsuccessful. Washington city 
is full of monuments to national char- 
actor i, but in the whole Distuct of Co- 
lumbia there is only ono monument to a 
local hero, and that is tho monument to 
Greomrp, tho fireman, in Glonw'ood 
ceme eiy. 


It should be a caube of pride to the 


peop]) of tho District of Columbia that 
ono of their young men should have 
shown such Spartan coxirage and should 
have liod so nobly, when all the scenes 
ho ha 1 been witnessing tor five hours 
were ynough to uunervo and frighten 
older men. 
And how sublime the 


thought that ho knew the last gun he. 
fired t onld bring no help for himself, 
but 11 ight bung it for others! As a local 
poot ( f the time said: 


"Ho died like a man at the post of 


death and to save was his latest thought." 


His father, Isaac Holland, was door- 


keeper of one of tho houses of congress, 
and d mbtlew there are gentlemen now 
in public life who remember tho genial 
old in in, whose last days were saddened 
by th< loss of his manly and handsome 
son.—Robert II. Haikuoss in Washing- 
ton St ar. 


Antidote* for Suake Venom. 


Snake bites are always dangerous and 


should be attended to as soon as possible, 
as the venom spreads very rapidly, par- 
ticularly in warm weather. The follow- 
ing recipe is perfectly reliable and, be- 
ing simple, is easily obtained. 
Take an 


onion and cut it crosswise and hold one 
half of it on the wound until it turne 
green. 
Apply persistently and th« 


onion will finally draw out all the 
poison. Many old woodsmen will not 
be without several onions at certain 
times of year when in the woods. 


The old white haired darky that first 


gavo me this recipe has spent the besi 
portion of his life in the swamps, where 
the rattlesnake, copperhead and othei 
deadly reptiles abound, and he assured 
mo ho has never known it to fail. A 
strong ligature should be tied tightly 
above and below the bite to prevent the 
poison spreading through the system 
Copious drafts of brandy should be 
given freely. A little ammonia taken 
internally is veiy good also. The abovt 
simple remedy is equally as good foi 
beast as for man.— Richmond Times.

Another New Bicycle. 


A ckainless safety bicycle is the latest 


production in cycle manufacture. On 
the new wheel the power is transmitted 
from the pedal crank to the rear wheel 
by a beveled gear, and one of the chief 
merits of the device is its simplicity 
Apart from the method of transmitting 
pJwor this bicycle will differ little in 
general outline from the wheels of this 
year's pattein. Attached to the driving 
shaft is a beveled gear, made stationary 
exactly in the center of the wheel, 
which is mashed into a second beveled 
gear, which connects with a shaft run- 
ning to the rear wheel. By a similar 
gear the power is transmitted to the 
rear wheel, tlie beveled gear being at- 
tached to the rear axle. 


The shaft will be made of steel tubing 


incased in a metallic tube. The gear- 
ing at each end of the shaft will also be 
incased in a metallic cap, making the 
bearings of the wheel absolutely dust 
proof. The wheel will have ball bear- 
ings throughout and will be fitted with 
a pneumatic tire. 
This doing away 


with the chain makes the wheel con- 
siderably lighter and reduces the cost of 
manufacture.—K'ew York Telegram.
